Hear what The Erpress—
hitherto a tacit supporter of the villainous
system which prevails—in relation to the
Ward in which its Editors live, whichtheir
faction has hitherto ruled, but where it was
badly beaten yesterday—says:

“ In the XVIIith Ward, a Webster ticket in eloctad.
Fxtraordinary exertions were made in this Ward agaiost
Mr. Fillmore, and not one vote im twenty was lequl.
Everybody, we belleve, was allowed to deposit & ballot,
and waegon-leads came up, many of whom were known
to be not voters. No Scott ticket was run—the Webster
men and Scott men pulling sogether.”

Now, the vote in that Ward was much
fairer this time than it has been at several
preceding Primary Elections—the ticket
elected was composed mainly if not wholly
of Scott men ; nineteen-twenticths of the
votes for it were cast by Scott men, though
they will support for Delegate Hon. Moses
H. Grinnell, whose first choice i3 well
known to be Mr. Webster; his second
Scott; his last Fillmore, The eatire vote
polled there is not half so many as the
pumber of Whig voters in the Ward.
Compare this with the election in the next
Ward, (XIXth,) where the ticket elected
is claimed for Fillmore, where the total
Whig vote is about nine hundred, and’
where nineleen hundred were given yester-
day, though this is an out-Ward, with a
widely scattered population, and not more
than two hundred Whigs went near its
poll yesterday. The same men came round
and round in the same wagons a dozen
times or so, and voted each time, having
every facility afforded them. In the
XVIIIth Ward, on the contrary, the
¢ Fillmore ' party had the Ward Commit-
tee, made their own Inspectors, located the
poll to suit them (on the extreme west line
of the Ward,) and had everything their
own way except the voters. Yet The
Exzpress singles this Ward out as a marvel
of foul play—because its friends were
beaten there.

We make no such distinction. We do
not pretend that the vote was fair in the
Wards our friends carried ; we only say it
was quite as fair as in those they lost.
We are confident that a Registry and a
fair election would have given us more
Wards than we carried ; but theré are
probably some make-weights on the other
side. 'We do not write to claim all the
fairness and disclaim all the sharp-prac-
tice, but to insist once more that our
Primary MEETINGS MUST BE REFORMED.

The work is short and easy: Let the
General Committee order a Registration
of the Whig Voters in each Ward, under
the direetion of its Ward Committee, de-
creeing that no person can vote at the
Primary Election of any Ward whose
name does not stand duly recorded on the
Alphabetical Register thereof as a Whig
voter therein, and all else will readily ad-
just to this requisition. Not a moment
should be lost in commencing this work ;
for the Registration should be deliberate,
giving each voter who may be out of town
the week of its opening a chance afterward;
for, if postponed another month, many of
our citizens will have gone to the Country
before it closes, and will not be registered
when our early Primary Elections must be
held in the Full. Let the names of the
Whig Legal Voters in each Ward be al-
phabetically registered forthwith, and there-
after a simple revision, on public notice,
each May or June, will answer—probably
the labor of three persons for a week suffic-
ing to correct the Register of either of our
most populous Wards.

Three years sgo
he established a Constitution for his coun-
try, and solemly swore to observe its pro-
visions.- One of these was that there
should be an Upper Chamber in the Legis-
lature, consisting not only of hereditary
members and members appointed by royal
nomination, but also of a few chosen by
public clection. For some time past a bill
has been before the Chambers to abolish
this elective feature, s0 as to render the
Senate a merely hereditary and royally
appointed body. The subject has been
extensively discussed in the journals, as
well as in the Chambers, and finally the
Lower House rejected the bill. There-
upon, instead of submitting to the decis-
ion, as the Coustitution and his oath bound
him to do, this pious and patriotic King
comes out with a decree on his own sole
authority, striking out the obnoxious fea-
ture from the Constitution. Of course
this act can have no legal or moral valid-
ity. but it has the validity of force and
will stand accordingly. It is done with-
out any excuse or reason except the whim
of its author, for it cannot be pretended
that the few clective members who would
sit in the Senmate under the abrogated
clause of the Constitution weuld endanger

| the peace and order of the monarchy in

any respect. However, it is only of a
piece wish the gemeral ¢ nduct of this
King.

Charles Frederick Leopold, Grand Duke
of Bagen, is dead. He was born on the 29th of
August, 1790, and was consequently nearly sixty-
two years old, Hia career fell in stormy times,
with which he had neither the genina nor the
cournge to gmpple, and in his death, although one
of thie mlers of the earth, Dei Gratia, is fallen, the
earth will not long mourn. To Loopdd.!ato»
many potentates of the day, rich opportunity was
offered to Jsecure to his people the enjoyment ?r
{hose benefits for which Govermments are insti-
tuted, and like those many potentates, Leopold
turned away the good angel, and has gone down
to the grave undistinguis’ ed among the inaumsr-
sly'e other Leopolds and Frederics who have raled
in Germany. He was born at Carlsruhe, the eld-
est son of the Grand Duke Charles Frederic, by
the Countess of Guyersberg. Before he was re-,
cognized as Grand Dacal Princg of Baden, he bore
the title of Count of Bochberg, was well educated
and studied at Heidelberg, where he aspocially af-
focted History. His father secured the succession
of the younger branch of the family, aud on the
o5th July, 1819, the late Grand Duke, a3 he'r ap-
parent, 'mnrric-d his cousin Sophia Wilholmina,
dnughter of King Gustavus Adolphus the Fourth,
of Sweden. His half-brother Louis prevented his
taking any part in the Government, however, anid
he confined himself to private life, until the death
of the Grand Duke Louis, and on the 30th March,
1830, he succeeded to the throne.

He naturally commenced by cashiering his
brother's Ministers, and called Don Reizenstein,
well known in the annals of Baden as the anthor
of its Constitution, to the head of the Ministry.
Bavaria muttered about the succession, and Da-
den took military measures of precaution, but
Avstria settled the difficulty. The Government
put on a tolerably liberal face, but gradually
“ yielded to circumstances,” and enrolled itzelf in
the German Diet as no wore a friend of freedom
than any other of the petty states. But in Ba-
den circumstances have always favored a Repub-
lican pirit. Lying along the Rhine,if was subject to
the contagion of France, and its easy access to the
porthern ports brought it into close relations
with America. The healthy virns of political
aptation was thus constantly introduced into
Baden, and the Grand Duke found swall oppor-
tunity to pursue his historical stories.  The
French Revolution of 1348 kindled the spirit of
the Grand Duchy st once. It blazed up in a
unanimons demand for Freedom of the presa,
arming of the people and national representation.
The Grand Duke was prompt to s1y Yes. A few
days later the extreme Lett of the Chamber de-
manded the oath of the army to the Constitution,
and a long list of other reforms, including the dis-
missal of three Ministers. The Grand Duke
hastened to comply and named three liberal men
in the place of the retiring Ministers. But on
the 19th March, 1848, Gustav Struve and Frede-
ric Heeker proposed to take the sense of the
Grand Duchy upon a Republic, and the Grand,
Duke did not assent. On the 12th April those
leaders isstied orders, from Constance, for the pop-
ular rising. But the Government had invoked
the aid’of its neighbors, and on the 27 th of the
same month the movement was suppressed.

But while Germany was seething in the furnace
of revolution, peace was not to be expected in Ba-
den. The sgitation continued, and Struve made
another demonstration on the 21st September, and
was taken on the 24th. But the radical party was
elaborately organized, had almost exclusive posses-
sion of the Press, and counted upon the weakness
of the Government. The rupture between Prus-
sin and the National German Purliament fol-
lowed. The movements in fuvor of the Parlin-
ment were pretexts for Republican agitation, and
at the same time the Buden army was divided
by fierce dissensions. The army put aside the
recognized leaders, and d led n new ministry,
and various other points incompatible with a Con-
stitutional Monarch. The Grand Duke Leopold
was alarmed, and on the night of the 13th May,
fled with his Court and Ministry into Alsace,
Brentano and his friends sssumed the Gov-
ernment, introduced Republican forms, and sought
to propitate the army, which was still rest-
less. The Grand Duke summoned Prussia to
aid him in his sore extremity. On the 25th June,
the Prince of Prussin entered Carlsrule, the eapi-
tol of Baden, and on the 23d, Rastailt was taken,
Heeker having sailed for Americe cight days be-
fore. It was the last armed movement in Gerui-
ny ngninst the Government, The Grand Duke re-
turned to a desolated land, and under the immedi-
ate protection of Prussin, had full leisure for his
historical studies. From that time until his denth,
his life was eventless,  All around him he felt the
lust throbs of the free movement, but he could not
guide it to good results—he was content Lo sce the
dark cloud settle ngain over Gernmany.

Leopold had seven children,  His son Frederie,
now twenty-cizht years of age, is his successor,
and he will, doubiless, encounter times nn less
sbrange nnd tryving, than those to which his father
was unequil,

The story of Casper Hauser is mysterionsly
linked with the history of the Baden ul Fuin-
ily. The Duke Louis wns suid to be the father of
this strange child, by his step-mother, the
Countess of Geysberg.
